Stein and Heiber Deliver- 
Papers at Political Eco- 
nomy Meeting 

The relentless policy of economic 
nationalism pursued by the United 
States and her unwillingness to co- 
operate with other nations in the re- , 
storation of normal conditions by the 
abolition of war debts wore flayed last 
night at the meeting of the Political 
Economy Club when Sam Stein and' 
S. P. Heiber delivered papers on "The 
Revision of Peace Sottlomcnt and the 
Burden of Debt." 

Stein's paper was mostly a brief, sur- 
vey of the War Debt and Reparations 
question and gave a number of facie 
and figures.- Following the War, the 
United States and Britain were the 
great creditor nations. The Dawes and 
Young Plans specifically fixed the 
amount and time in which Germany 
was to pay her reparations. In July 
1932, the final settlement on this ques- 
tion was made at the Lausanne Con , 
ference. This Conference reduce( 
Germany's Reparations payments al- 
most 99 per cent pending a saibfoctorj ' 
agreement concerning War Debts. Tin 
Reparation settlement being thui 
linked, with the War Debt Problem the 
speaker proceeded to this side of the 
question. 

States Creditor 
During the Wax the United Statet 
lent out 10 billions of dollars to th«. 
other nations — that Is, established 
credits In the Federal Reserve Bank to 
their .names. ThLs with accrued in 
terest reached the figure of 11 billions. 
Britain was likewise a creditor nation.

David Qarrick 

rj tstory the novel and the drama have all com- 
bined to give the world vividly colored and ro- 
mantic pictures of much of the life of the past cen- 
turies. In this category can be included "David 
Garrick" a play by Thomas W. Robertson, having 
as its motif an Imagined incident In the life of that 
great eighteenth century actor, and written in a 
style, which if somewhat antiquated, is nonetheless 
Highly amusing, offering at the same time much 
scope for clever and efficient acting. 

Many fanciful stories have been created about 
the heroes of past days, some of which have as- 
sumed the intensity of a legend, while most of them 
have tended to show 
abilities of the man 
is of suoh a calibré. What would a famous actor 
be more likely to do than to undergo In his real 
life a part he has played perhaps often upon the 
boards? Another clown who must laugh to please 
the people who paid to see him laugh, but whose 
gaiety Is choked with his personal sorrow. 

Thomas Robertson, a nineteenth century play- 
wright, has written a play that shows a keen under- 
standing of dramatic requirements, but which is be- 
set by many conventions, chiefly of humor and of 
feminine conduct, that are definitely associated 
time, but which when presented In aU 
seriousness before a modern audience appears 
ridiculous, and incite unintended reaction*. The 
best lines In the play are those quoted directly 
from Shakespeare; on the other hand much incon- 
sequential banter accuples ' some of the acts, the 
first, in particular, which adds stress to the work 
of the characters. 

The presentation of this play last night by the 
English Department deserves as much praise as has 
been lavished upon the Department's past few pro- 
ductions. The aoting was straightforward, and the 
settings most colorful. If the tempo of the pro- 
duction was somewhat laggardly at first, It picked 
up speed, and was finished off with excellent des- 
patch. The costuming was most appropriate, , arid 
lent an atmosphere to the play that was" most har- 
monious to the ideas generally entertained about 
the eighteenth century, 

David Garrick, the only character ot the play 
who has a historical counterpart, was played to per- 
fection by James Harvey. The complicated Job of 
aoting the actor as an actor and as an everyday 
man was disposed of most successfully by his very 
facile manner, that was always responsive to the 
other characters on the stage with him, and which 
showed itself up most markedly in the lighter mo- 
ments of his part. A very close second was- J. 
Winston Kerr in the part of Squire Rlohaçd Chivy; 
the bolsterousness that was given this role was 
hardly overdone; it contained a freshness and spirit 
that might have introduced itself upon some of the 
other characters without any ill effects. 

Ada Ingot, the girl of Oarrlok'a heart-in this 
play—was played somewhat ineffectively by Kathlyn 
Stanley. Her main weakness was to appear as if 
she were reciting her lines out of, a prompt copy, 
suffering thereby, especially when contrasted with 
Jim Harvey's excellently modulated phrases. Her 
carriage and movement were not without grace, 
however, while her effective costumes were borne 
with ease. M. A Wilder as Ada's father did not 
look very convincing as suoh, a fault of the make- 
up department, and his tendency to overact did 
not enhance his part in the first aet very material- 
ly. 

The. remainder of the cast was efficient to the 
last man, and he, Donald .Burns; was more than 
that. His .pantomine as the stutterer was moat 
hilarious, and was the most successful comedy of 
the evening. A few bits of dialect were not always 
quite true. Re ta McDonald as Mrs. Smith usee) 
some Lancashire and London twists In the same 
sentence, while aarrlck himself used suoh terms as 
"guy," and "spread" which sound more like modern 
Americanisms than mid-eighleento century Eng- 
lish. 

This play served as excellent entertainment, and 
In addition it gave the audience an insight not only, 
into nineteenth century play writing, but also Into 
the types of audiences which Garrick and his con- 
temporaries had to face, and into the regard wltfc 
which the actor's profession was held at the time. 
This is experimental drama in its best laboratory. '

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United States Must 
Abolish War Debts 
Of Other Countries 

(Continued from Page 1) 
ain would abolish all her debts exceed- 
ing her debt to the States. 

Then, continued the speaker, the de- 
pression set in and the debtor nations 
found it impossible to make payments. 
This led to Hoover's moratorium for 
one year from July ist, 1931. The 
States have further rendered the pay- 
ment of debts Impossible by imposing 
high tariff walls thus preventing the 
payment in goods. Everything, pointed 
the speaker, necessitates the abolition 
of War Debts. 

France Slow 

S. P. Helber in the second paper gave 
a more general survey of the situation. 
France, he said, because of a variety 
of reasons was much slower to see light 
than England and it was not until 
1931 that she realized the impossibility 
of paying the War Debts. 

The War Debt question in 'the States 
is too closely allied with political 
forces and Helber stated that the po- 
litical element should be removed for 
a clear understanding on the part of 
the American people in the question. 
The States should see that the debt 
question has greater consequences on 
the rest of the world than on hor own 
people. 

Payments Difficult 

In this respect the coming World 
Conference should do much to rectify 
the situation as it has been stated 
that the War Debt question will be 
thoroughly threshed out. There is a 
vast difference, stated the speaker, be- 
tween the mechanism of domestic and 
foreign exchange Dumping has not 
been successful. Hence, stated the 
speaker, aU eyes are turned towards 
the States as holding in her hands the 
solution to the recovery,

Victory Improbable 
That Bobby Bell's puckchasers are. 
capable of playing better hockey than 
they did on Wednesday night Is an 
undisputed fact; that they can do It 
tonight Is a matter of conjecture. 
After the poor exhibition of the first 
game, It will require a, tremendous re- 
versal of form by 'the Redmcn, if they 
' arc to overcome the three goal de- 
ficit. 

Royals are at present playing the 
best hockey they have displayed this 
year, and it will require no small ef- 
fort on McOlll's part to amass suffici- 
ent goals to defeat Pcnnlston's pack. 
Royals could do nothing wrong on 
Wednesday night, every one on their 
roster turning In a fine performance. 
Ralph St. Germain took time out from 
nursing a grudge against his former 
teammates, and played heads-up hoo- 
key,, displaying rare strategy through- 
out in^eeding his forwards, besides 
skating faster tflan he has all season. 
, Neville, McKenzie, Delatiey, and Mac-

Not Too Late 
There is no doubt that the all-star 
aggregation that foiled to function at 
the beginning of the season, had at 
last found its stride, and will endeav- 
our not only to sustain their lead, but 
also to add to their margin.

sport of rowing was organized In this part of Canada 
in 1863, when the Lachine Boating Club was founded, .and has con- 
tinued successfully ever since, the Ottftwa, Grand Trunk, and Brockvllle 
clubs, being formed in succeeding years. The latest to enter tho sport Is 
the McGill Rowing Club t founded in 1025. All these clubs are members 
of the Canadian Association of Amateur Oarsmen, and compete in their 
annual rogatta at St. Catharines, widely known as the Canadian Henley. 

In 1920, Lachine, Ottawa and Brockvllle formed the Eastern Rowing M- 
soclatlon, which McGill Joined in 1926. This organization holds annual 
jîgattas in turn In the throe cities, non-member clubs being invited to en- 
ter opeh events. 

In the East, the Ottawa Rowing Club was the first to go Into eight 
oared racing, Lachine following their example In 1909, and Brockvllle and 
McGill later. All have been successful in this commanding and spectac- 
ular sport at one time or another, Ottawa, having held the Canadian and 
American heavyweight eights and fours championships; Lachine, the 140 
and 150 pound Canadian and American honors, and McGill University h&> 
held the Canadian 140 pound senior and 150 pound junior eights, as well 
as' many titles In fours. - 

The three older Eastern Clubs have developed scullers from time to 
time, but Jiave not yet been successful In winning the senior championship. 
The East's outstanding win In the single sculls being Charley Starke's vic- 
tory in the Association Singles at the Canadian Henley in 1931 in his first 
year sculling. 

The cost of single shells is a great handicap to most aspirants who 
Id otherwise go In for single andviouble sculling, as all racing shells 
and equipment must be imported. 

Next July, the annual Eastern Regatta will 'be held at Ottawa, and 
will no doubt bring out many new prospects to uphold the dignity and 
.competitive spirit of oarsmen in this part of Canada. 

In conclusion, I would mention the outstanding fact in ^connection 
with eight oared boat racing, ■ that in the final race for the Olympic 
championship at Los Angeles four great crews representing countries as 
widely separated as England, Italy, United States and Canada with widely 
differing ideas of coaching and training, should finish within one shell 
length of each other after 2000 metres, showing the high development of 
this great international sport.

Redmen Have Already An- 
nexed Basketball 
Championship 

ALTHOUGH McGill's big bas- 
ketball team has already 
clinched its third straight court 
championship, they have no in- 
tention of coasting in their two 
remaining intercollegiate games. 
Tonight Western plays host to 
Coach Van Wagner's crew, and 
tomorrow evening the red-shirt- 
ed squad will grace the' floor, of 
Varsity's Hart House. Although 
these are the final games of the 
Redme.n's intercollegiate cur- 
riculum, they will ber playing in 
deadly earnest, the primary rea- 
son being that should both the. 
matches end in McGill's favor, 
they will have completed three 
consecutive seasons of Canadian 
college competition without one 
defeat. 

This same Red team has in tho 
past five years compiled one of the 
finest records of any basketball 
squati of major Canadian , calibre. In 
intercollegiate circles, counting six 
games which they play annually 
against Queen's, Toronto and West- 
ern, they have In tho past five sea- 
sons lost only four games out of 2B 
with the two above-mentioned tilts 
still to be played to complete their 
fifth year. All their four defeats 
came in the first two of these sea- 
sons, when they lost two games in 
each one. 

' Imposing Record 
Consequently, their record for .the 
past three seasons has been even 
more Imposing, since they have won, 
in that period, 16 matches and have 
not yet lost any. -The men who have 
helped to . compile this remarkable 
record have nearly all been with the 
team for. the past five years. . Don 
Young, generally acknowledged to be 
Canada's outstanding passing center, 
has combined with Mel Rice, Donny 
Snfaill and 'Bob Calhoun to compose 
the nucleus of this remarkable aggre- 
gation. Faulkner, Hammond and 
Lewin are more recent acquisitions 
to the ranks. 

In inter-city competition, the Red- 
men • have also compiled a fine rec- 
ord. In their annual Dodd's Çup 
matches with the winning team of 
the Senior - City League, they- have 
won the trophy four out of tho five 
years of its existence. Last year, 
Fusiliers gave the Redmen a scare, 
"but the collegians finally came out 
on top. 

Point Average High 
In the past' three years of inter- 
collegiate competition, ^their scoring 
averages for each season 'show grad- 
ual gains. In the 1930-31 season,' 
their average, score per game was 33 
points, while the. following year 
showed an increase of- three points 
per game. This season, the Redmen 
have a 40 points game average, de- 
monstrating clearly their , increased 
power and accuracy around the bas- 
kets.

Club Holds Meeting 

Colonel Bishop Laud ej 
Aviation as Means of 
Transportation 

"Flying is the ultimate means of 
quick transportation, and other meth- 
ods cannot economically compete 
vWlth it," claimed Colonel Bishop, 
guest speaker at the meeting of the 
Montreal Light Aeroplane Club in 
the Queen's Hotel last night. The 
speaker went on to say that once 
the club will be able to get members 
to Join it will have accomplished the 
hardest part of its task. 

This flying club movement is ,vitâl 
to the progress of aviation in Can- 
ada, and it is the soundest nucleus 
of large commercial force in the Do- 
minion. . Col. Bishop concluded by 
stating that the club should approach 
Ottawa for a charter, and engage a 
bl-llngual instructor in aviation. 

Mr. Jacqués Hebert, famous for his 
flight to Australia, described his ex- 
periences on the flight, and the pro- 
gress of . aviation clubs all over the 
world. .Starting from Italy, and fin- 
ishing at Sydney, Mr. Hebert told of 
the marvellous advance made in avi- 
ation. He concluded by stating that 
Montreal is hopelessly behind in this 
progress, and that something ought 
to be done to better this condition. I
